C. A. and Y. W. C. A.-on the annual 
“Y” Day, February 17, during the 
regular assembly in afternoon discus- 
sion groups which will be lead by 
Paul Blanshard, director of City Af- 
fairs committee of New York and 
special lecturer of the League for 
Industrial Democracy. 


Blanshard is declared to be one of 
the best authorities on civic prob- 
lems of the nation today and officials 
of the college “Y” feel fortunate 
that they have been able to secure 
a speaker of such magnitude. The 
lecturer will talk on “Industrial De- 
mocracy and the Machine Age” dur- 
ing the assembly hour. 


Talks At Breakfast 

In order that students may become 
better acquainted with the lecturer, 
a breakfast will be held in the col- 
lege cafeteria. Blanshard will talk at 
this time on “The High Cost of Liv- 
ing.” 

Discussion groups scheduled dur- 
ing the afternoon andthe time of 
each is as follows: 12:30 p. m, 
“Racketeering High and Low—A 
Social Interpretation”; 1:30 p. m., 
“Bernard Shaw and Modern Social- 
ism”; 2:30 p. m., “International Eco- 
nomics and the Next War.” 

No attempt will be made by Blan- 
shard to give any religious interpre- 
tation of the problems, but purely a 
social solution will be offered, it was 
pointed out. 

The “Y” Day is an annual event 
and all students are invited to at- 
tend the lectures, the only expense 
being a 25 cent charge for the break- 
fast.

Marian Parsons: “I think that stu- 
dent tickets should be sold at ‘the 
first of the year, as has been done 
previously. I think that athletes 
should get their tickets cheaper if 
any other way of raising the extra 
amount that they bring in could be 
be arranged. I think the athlete is en- 
titled to some consideration as he is 
the one who brings all the money 
into the student treasury.” 

Tommy Cone: “I believe that 
every student should, have to take 
out a student ticket at the first of 
the year, because our out-side acti- 
vities depend to a great extent 
upon the number of students sold 
and if they haven’t the money they 
should have to sign a note payable at 
their convenience. The success of our 
student administratien depends upon 
the. gross receipts from the A.S.B.C. 


Oran Asa: I think they should be 
compulsory, as has been done in 
some other J.C’s. in the state of 
California. If they are made compul- 
sory the student adminstration will 
know in advance just how much 
they have to spend and thereby re- 
lieve the student officials of a lot of 
worry. I think that after the sale is 
closed _probably after two or three 
weeks, it should not be reopened un- 
til the first of the second semester. 
It must be remembered that the act- 
ivities of the school depénd largely 
on the Associated Student sale.” 

Abbott Mason: “I don’t believe 
the the student ticket should be sold 
throughout the year. They should be 
on sale at a certain set time, in fact 
that is the only constitutional. way in 
which they can be sold. Every mem- 
ber should take it upon ~ himself to 
buy a student body — ticket thereby 
assuring the students. activities.”

history of California is manifested in 


the publication of many editions con- 
cerning those glamorous days of the 
Gold Rush of ’49. “A Yankee Trader 
in the Gold. Rush” is a compilation by 
Catherine A. White, of the intimate 
correspondence of Franklin A. Buck 
to his sister, Mary Sewall Bradley, 
both of whom are direct descendants 
of two famous families: Colonel Jona- 
than Buck, founder of . Bucksport, 
Maine, and Colonel Dummer Sewall, 
founder of Bath, Maine. Both were 
Revolutionary heroes. The Buck fam- 
ily trace back to one Sir Hugh Buck, 
who was Master of the Rolls under 
King James and Queen Elizabeth. The 


letters cover a period of some 35, 


years from 1846 - 1881. 


Buck seems to have been a cons- 
cientious letter writer, not in answer- 
ng speedily but in recording the true 
events wherever he happened to be. 


He leaves New York in ’49 bound 
for California and the gold regions. 
He comments on one fellow who, on 
boarding the ship, threw his last five 
dollar piece ashore, saying, “I’m go- 
ing where there is plenty more.” Such 
was the spirit of California Fever. 

Buck wanders from place to place, 
buying and selling goods but doesn’t 
stay in one place long enough to pro- 
fit when the population increases. He 
is appreciative of grand opera and 
good literature and is very patriotic. 
Such events as the Sacremento flood 
the Chinese War, election. and assass- 
ination of Lincoln, the Civil War, the 
San Francisco earthquake, and the 
Chicago fire are duly set forth in a 
simple manner. He discourses on the 
Abolitionists, Whigs, Mormans, Chi- 
nese, the natives of Hawaii, and the 
pioneer women of California. 

Towards the close of the book he 
is in Nevada when the silver was first 
discovered there. He settles down on 
aranch and has a diary. He specu- 
lates some in stock but is not lucky.
